DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment dated 02/16/2010 has been received and entered. By the 
amendment, claims 1-5 and 8-10 are now pending in the application. 
Claims 1-5 and 8-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a two 
view display comprising a combination of various elements as claimed more specifically the 
parallax elements include a slit pitch to provide viewpoint correction, wherein slit pitch to 
provide viewpoint correction, the slit pitch being selected such that when said parallax optic is 
disposed between said display device and said viewing regions the slit pitch is sufficiently less 
than twice a pitch in said row direction of said pixels and when said display device is disposed 
between said parallax optic and said viewing regions the slit pitch is sufficiently, greater than 
twice a pitch in said row direction of said pixels as set forth in claim 1 .
